Pernambuco. Brazil. May 12.—The 


Portuguese aviators, Captains Cou- 
tinho and Sacadura, have met with 
their second disaster since starting 
on their transatlantic night from Lis- 
bon, 
Portugal, to the Brazilian coast. 


They fell into the sea yesterday «n 
thoir attempt to fly from the island of 
Ternando Noronha back to St. Paul's 
Rock, where their first plane was 
wrecked, but were driven many miles 
out of their course and eventually 
were iescucd by the British steamship 
Paris City. 


The aviators were picked up at a

farmers have put into their marketing 
business and for \vhich they now will 
receive interest certificates has helped 
to place the "farmers own" brand of 
milk goods on the highest levels of 
quality. The certilieates will be ready 
for distribution early in June.

tributed through tlie local banks to 
the fanners in their localities.

Breathing U Stimulated by U«e of In- 


halator. Filling the Lungs With 


Oxygen—Inventor See* Dan- 


ger In It* Use. 


New York.—1'ersons overcome by Il- 


luminating gas arc being treated with 
carbon dioxide and oxygen by tho 
United States public health service In 
a series of studies to determine wheth- 
er the carbon dioxide treatment should 
be introduced Into mines and grain 
elevators where the life-saving de- 
vices are prescribed by the United 
States government. 


From each person treated by the 


new method, which \vas devised by 
I'rof. 1'undell Henderson of Yale, work- 
Ing under the United States bureau 
of mines, a few drops of blood are 
taken at the moment when the in- 
haler is first applied, and a lew drops 
more are tuken at the end of 20 min- 
utes' use of this apparatus. 


••The samples of blood are sent to 


Doctor Henderson at Yule," said Dr. 
Stuart Scott, who has been assigned 
by the United States public health 
service to take charge of the test of 
the Invention in this city, where It is 
being used for the first time on hu- 
mun victims of gas poisoning. 


"There the samples are being an- 


alyzed to discover what percentage of 
carbon inonoiide has been removed 
from the blood in the 20 minutes dur- 
ing which the Inhalator is used. It will 
tuke a long course of experiments to 
determine this. 
If it Is finally shown 


thatuhe use of carbon dioxide mixed 
with oxygen is the best antidote for 
asphyxiation, the Inhalator will prob- 
ably replace the different varieties of 
pulmotor now in use In government 
service." 
_.,_. 


Used to Stimulate Breathing. 


The function of the carbon dioxide 


is to stimulate breathing, -which be- 
comes extremely feeble in a patient 
overcome by gas. 
The strong breath- 


ing keeps the lungs filled with oxygen, 
and the faster the oxygen enters the 
lungs the more rapidly the blood Is 
cleared of the carbon monoxide. 


In Bellevue and other hospitals a 


number of experiments have been car- 
ried on in the administration of car- 
bon dioxide to patients who have been 
long under ether during operations. 
The use of carbon dioxide with great 
care in such cases is said to speed up 
breathing, so that the patients quickly 
clear the ether from their systems and 
suffer less than the usual ill effects 
from It. 


The average case of gas poisoning Is 


hot the best kind on which to show 
the beneficial effect of the Inhalator, 
according to Doctor Henderson, be- 
cause of the fact that such cases have 
usually been under asphyxiation for 
many hours. 
During this time, lack 


of oxygen in the body often produces 
degenerative changes in the nerve and 
other body cells. 
The mere removal 


of the carbon monoxide and the restor- 
ation, of the patient's breathing ap- 
paratus cannot repair the damage al- 
ready done throughout the system of 
the patient. 


The great benefit claimed for the 


use of the carbon dioxide process Is 
In the early treatment of acute cases 
of gas poisoning, of firemen asphyxi- 
ated by smoke and similar cases of 
monoxide poisoning. 
Profound harm- 


ful changes may take place in the 
body of the sufferer within a short 
time In such cases, and slow processes 
of resuscitation do not gave the pa- 
tient from fitter effects which may lin- 
ger for life in disturbed nerve cen- 
ters and constitutional troubles. 


The use of carbon dioxide in the 


resuscitation process, however, is be- 
lieved to be capable of clearing the 
blood so quickly that a person suffer- 
ing from severe asphyxiation may. re- 
cover without ill effects if the remedy 
Is used quickly. 


Would Bar Inhalator's Use. 


Even If the Inhalator is a perfect de- 


vice, Doctor Henderson asserts that 
It would he better If nil such devices 
were prohibited by law, because their 
effect is to prevent workers in mines 
find elsewhere from learning how to 
restore breathing In an asphyxiated 
person without the use of Instruments. 


"The standpoint which seems to me 


to he justified by eight years of ex- 
perience, ever since our commission- 
er first Investigated the matter," he 
said, "Is that, even If we had an 
Idenlly perfect apparatus for giving 
artificial respiration, it would etlll be 
better to discourage and even forbid 
the manufacture, sale, use and intro- 
duction of such apparatus, because It 
leads to delay, and thus more de.tths— 
deaths which should and could be res- 
torations."

tion was formed in September, 1920, 
for the purpose of coordinating all 
health and social work in Oneonta, to j 
assist work already being carried on | 
and to

other work needed. 


The first accomplishment of the As- 


sociation was to ask the Conion Coun- 
cil for the old Ubrary building for a 
f'ommunity house. 
This was granted 


and un appropriation nmde 
for 
re- 


modeling the house, making it suit- 
able for the work. 
The house was 


ready for 
occupancy June 1, 
1921,, 


with offices for the Red Cross. Family 
Social Work association, Codxity Tu- 
berculosis committee, 
Clinic 
rooms j 


Peasant Touch 


and Recreation rooms. 
The afllliated 


organizations 
have had 
a 
clerical 


worker .maintained for them by 
the 


Association. 


In the fall of .1921, the Association 


put on a Community Chest drive to 
finance all health and social work in 
the city, including several organiza- 
tions not In the 
Communiy 
house. 


This campaign for 10 
organizations j 


cost no more than that for a single 
organization, thereby being a 
great 


saving of time, energy and money. 


In December. 1921, the Association 


appealed to the city for 
$650

In March 1922, the Association pro- 


duced under their auspices "The Pied 
Pi per,", a most pleasing pageant, in j 
which 450' people took part'.
